Going  around  to  the  pret  '4te.  out¬ 
house  young  Mattison  remain**)  there hbout 
fifteen  minutes,  when  tfcl  Willie 

fearing  that  something  was  wrong  went  in 
search,  and  was  horrified  at  discovering  his 
brother  suspend  ed  from  a  tree  by  a  rope 
which  was  about  his  neck,  and  Vhich  was 
choking  him  to  death.  Willie  gave  an  alarm 
and.  us  soon  as  possible  Dr.  Mattison  hast¬ 
ened  to  the  rescue  of  his  unfortunate  son, 
but  he  was  too  late,  for  when  he  cut  the 
rope  and  examined  the  pulse  and  heart  of 
his  son  it  was  discovered  that  life  was 
extinct.  . 

The  fitrirMe  was  k  jR-owiining  yqnng  man, 
and  Vas  married  to  a  beautiful  Wnman, 

daughter  of  a  Mr.  Warner,  of  Trenton. 
Previous  to  last  Fall  the  deceased  and  his 
wife  lived  li  ippily  in  this  city  in  a  handsome 
house,  the  gift  of  Dr.  Mattison.  Mr  War¬ 
ner,  the  father  of  Mm.  Mattison,  being  u 
widower  and  therefore  lonesome,  requested 
his  sop-in-luw  to  remove  to  Trenton  and 
dwell  with  him.  Mrs.  Mattison  added  her 
entreaties,  and  her  husband  finally  consent¬ 
ed  to  live  with  Mr.  Warner.  Boon  after 
going  to  reside  there  differences  arose,  and 
Mattison  left  liis  wife  and  returned  to  this 
city.  Frequently  since  then  he  has  written 
letters  to  her  begging  her  to  return  to  New¬ 
ark,  but  she  equivocated,  and  last  w'eek  an¬ 
nounced  her  determination  to  remain  with 
her  futher.  Disheartened  with  the  action 
of  his  wife,  whom  lie  had  loved  devotedly, 
it  is  thought  that  his  mind  became  unsettled 
and  in  a  fit  of  despondency  he  committed 
the  rash  act  which  deprived  him  of  life.

The  Acquackafiot!  iVhitfe  |tvus 
soon  in  ablaze,  and  de*pit»;  rii/  /urem  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  firemen  was  tot./iy  destroyed. 
The  flames  then  extended  northerly  along 
the  Erie  railway,  destroying  sevt  ral  smaller 
buildings,  dw  elling  and  atores,  when  at  last 
the  firemen  by  vigorous  efforts  gaiued  con¬ 
trol  of  the  flumes,  and  at  2  o’clock  Sunday 
morning  the  fire  was  subdued,  a  Paterson 
Hook  A  Ladder  Co.  tearing  down  a  part  of 
the  last  block  of  buildings.  Two  lives 
were  lost.  Henry  Gertie,  aged  twenty-one, 
and  Henry  Jacksoa  (colored),  aged  twenty- 
four,  in  Yearance's  stable  at  the  time  of  the 
fire.  It  is  said  that  they  were  intoxicated 
all  the  evening,  and  reaching  the  stable 
while  under  t^ie  influence  of  liqpor*  fired  it 
while  lighting  a  lamp  or  eigar.  Their 
screams  were  heard,  but  the  men  could  not 
l»e  saved.  By  some  the  fire  is  supposed  to 
bg'the  work  of  an  incendiary.  Cap.  Bird 
W.  Spencer,  of  Compan  K,  Ninth  Regime^/ 
N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  residing  in  Passaic,  saw  a 
stout  man  leave  the  flames  hurriedly  ;  the 
Captain  seized  the  man,  but  he  escaped  by 
making  a  vigorous  tight,  and  slabbing  Spen¬ 
cer  in  the  hand.  He  wore  a  short  coat,  but¬ 
toned  tightly  at  the  waist,  and  and  was  a 
little  taller  than  ordinary  height.  On  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon  Henry  Gertie,  one  of  the 
burned  men,  and  a  stranger,  fought  in  a 
li  pior  store.  The  result  was  not  serious  ; 
both  men  had  been  drinking.  It  is  hinted 
that  this  man  who  fought  with  Gertie  utwi  the 
incendiary,  and  that  his  motives  were  re¬ 
venge.  •  .

Two  gentleman, 
Mr.  Nelson  Greenwood  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Hod¬ 
den,  came  to  her  assistance  and  succeeded 
in  extinguishing  the  flames,  but  not  until 
she  was  so  badily  burned,  that  recovery  was 
was  mipofubie,  and  after  a  few  hours  of  ter 
rible  agony  she  died.  She  leaves  a  husband 
and  several  children. — Chronicle,’
